Gentlemen and Mrs. Gibbs, 


I have the honour to submit for your consideration the 7Oth 
report on the Public Health of the District, draw up in accordance with 
Circular 1/66 Wales of the Welsh Board of Health. The report contains 
records of the work done by the Health Department together with information 
relevant to the health of the community received from other sources. 


It: has been said that statistics make bad masters but good 
mistresses -— they are only usefui to toy around with in bed. It is 
certainly a sterile exercise to compile columns of figures year after 
year merely to file away in the archives. However, if we translate them 
into terms of living (and dying) human beings they can give a complete 
picture of the movements and habits of the people who constitute the 
_ community, 


The estimated mid-year population was 21,280, showing a decrease 
of 70 on the estimated population for 1967. The birth rate (16.0 per 
1,000 population) showed an encouraging rise while the death rate (12.6 
per 1,000 population) remained stetic, It is early to forecast but, 
with the continued building programmes ond the improvements in existing 
houses, I would anticipate a similar picture in subsequent years. 


The total death rate is still higher than tho national average. 
The deaths from cancer of the lung and bronchus were almost mchanged in 
Maesteg but in Ingland and Wales as a whole 393 more men and 255 more 
women died from this cause in 1968 compared with 1967. How much Longer 
will it take for public opinion to realise that the vast revenue obtained 
from the duty on tobacco is a dear price to pay for the thousands of lives 
lost to lung cancer. Research still significantly incriminates smoking 
as the major cause of lung cancer but elaborate health propaganda continues 
to be blurred by the ever increasing haze of cigarette smoke. 


There has not been a large number of notifications of any infecuoys 
disease in 1968. Immunisation against measles began in April, 1968, and 
an intensive campaign was soon under way to immunise the 4 year olds. 
The low number of measles cases may be due to the biennial attack the ~ 
disease makes on a community - 1967 was and 1969 should be peak years - 
but we hope that the immunisation programme was also partly responsible.

In July, 1968, infective hepatitis was made a notifiable disease in an 
attempt to get an epidemiological picture of its spread. Fron July 

to the end of the year, 15 cases were notified. 8 in Maesteg; 7 in 
Caerau3; QO in Nantyffyllon. The ages of the patients ranged from 2 years 
to 52 years but the large majority of cases were among adolescents. 


Tllegitimate births at 32 showed a 60% increase on the figure 
for 1967 and a 100% increase on that for 1966. In fact this is the 
highest figure on record in the District. In England and Wales _)... 
in 1968, the illegitimate birth rate was 84 per 1,000 live births, an 
increase of 1.1% over the rate for 1967. In Maesteg in 1968, the 
illegitimate birth rate was 94 per 1,000 live births, an increase of 
3.15% over the rate for 1967. The time has surely come for a campaign 
amongst senior school children to impress upon them the seriousness for the 
community of this social trend and their moral and ethical responsiblity 
in the matter as individuals. The child born out of wedlock, even in 
this permissive society, is gravely handicapped by the lack of a father 
and a stable home background - both of which ought to be a child's birth- 
right, There is no escape from the fact that the child suffers fron 
the undisciplined indiscretions of his progenitors. 


Praise is forthcoming to the Local Authority for a very adequate 
refuse collection service, although the system of disposal continues to 
aggravate certain sections of the community. However, criticism must 
be made of the type of containers used by the majority of households in the 
presentation of their refuse for collection. We lag behind most neighbouring 
authorities in our twice weekly spectacle of sadly battered, lidless bins, 

a variety of overflowing containers or cardboard boxes bursting at the seams. 
These stand guard outside each house on a public thoroughfare offending the 
eye and often the nose. They are open to abuse by children (and those of 
childish intellect), domestic animals and inclement weather. New housing 
estates present an excellent opportunity for launching a pilot scheme of 
compulsory lidded bins. No doubt, as the financial stringency eases, these 
anachronistic methods of refuse disposal by householders will be superceded 
by more hygienic practices. At the present time a nuisance is created with 
an added health risk. 


The "sanitary idea" is now over a hundred and twenty years old. 
Chadwick, it originator in 1842, would boggle at the span of services now 
involved in what we enphenistically term today "public health". Engineers, 
architects, and administrators undertake a multiplicity of technical and 
functional duties. But the custodian of the sanitary idea is still the 
Sanitary Inspector, although he is now relieved of the denigration of the 
term sanitary and known as the Public Health Inspector. As such he remains 
the observer and reporter on environmental matters which may endanger the 
publics health. 


In 1968, proposals were made by the Welsh Office for amalgamation 
of districts. One anticipates changes in the structure of local government 
with some trepidation - Local government has evolved since 1834 to include 
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the control of health, with all that this involves, on the principle 
that each community can best cater for its own particular requirements 
according to experience. The creation of large areas of control could 
result in an impersonal, unfeeling and inadequate service. 


Once again my gbtatitude is due to the members of the Health 
Department, Mr.. I. Davies, Chief Public Health Inspector, Mrs A. Stuckey, 
Public Health Inspector, Mrs. C. Banks, Clerk and Mr. H. Barrow, Rodent 


Officer, for the efficient way in which they have carried out their duties, 
their loyalty and unfailing good temper. 


In conclusion I would like to thank the Chairman of the Health 
Committee, Members of the Council, and the Officials and staff of the 
other Departments for their help and support throughout the year.

The medical inspection of school-children and the holding of opthalmic, 
dental, orthopaedic and speech therapy clinics, etc., is done by the County 


Council. The various age groups are examined periodically and from the 
school inspections referred to the various clinics if so required. 
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(2) TUBERCULOSIS 


Institutions are maintained by the Welsh Regional Hospital Board for the 
treatment of persons suffering from Tuberculosis. Treatment and observation is 
centralised at Bridgend for the Mid-Glamorgan Area. 


(3) NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT, 1948 


Officers of the National Assistance Board, stationed locally, have an office © 
at the Ministry of Labour and National Service, Employment Exchange, Castle Street, 
Maesteg.

(4) VACCINATION & IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination and immunisation of children againse Whooping Cough, Diphtheria, 
Tetanus, Smallpox and Poliomyelitis is carried out by the County Council, and for 
further particulars enquiries should be made at the nearest Gllabsntas These 
procedures are also carried out by general practitioners. B.C.G,. Vaccination 
against Tuberculosis is done at school for some childron of about 13 years of age. 

A stock of request cards is kept at the Health Department for issue to members of 

the public who require themselves, or any members of their family, vaccinated 

against Poliomyelitis, provided they are not over 40 years, The latter may apply 

to their family doctor for vaccination. Any requests received from a person under 
the age of 21 years, must be accompanied by the authorisation signature of the parent 
or guardian. The card is then forwarded to the Divisional Medical Officer at 
Bridgend, who arranges an appointment at the Maternal & Child Welfare Clinic, Church 
Street, Maesteg. 
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IMMUNISATION AGAINST WHOOPING COUGH, 
DIPHTHERIA AND TETANUS 


An immunisation programme against these diseases starts 
with an injéction at age two months followed by two further 
injections at monthly intervals. Booster injections are given 
at ages fifteen months and five years. Immunisation is carried 
out during the course of the weekly child welfare clinics at Maesteg 
and Caerau and fortnightly at the Park Site Clinic. The response 
to advice on the matter appears to be fairly good. To achieve 
maximum protection in a community 80% at least of the infant 
population must be immunised against these diseases. Every effort 
is made continually by the local authority personel to ensure that 
this figure is approximated. 


VACCINATION AGAINST POLIOMYERLITIS 


The immunisation programme against Poliomyelitis starts with 
a three drop dose of vaccine administered in syrup at the age of 
seven months, followed by two further doses at monthly intervals and 
a booster dose at five years of age. Immunisation is carried out 
routinely at all Infant Welfare Clinics. 


The National Scheme for vaccination against poliomyelitis 
began in 1956, It is now many years since a case of poliomyelitis 
was notified in the District although parents by no means make full 
use of the ease and convenience of vaccination. I have no means of 
recording the exact number of completed vaccinations against the 
disease in the Area but there is no reason to believe it higher than 
the National percentage of 65. The poliomyelitis vaccination campaign 
must be maintained in the vulnerable group of children. The aim is 
85% vaccination to give community protection. Parents are constantly 
reminded that vaccination is simple and harmless; oral vaccination on 
a lump of sugar or in syrup gives a high degree of protection. It is 
always difficult to convince parents of a danger with which they are 
unfamiliar. Parents are now too young to aprreciate the scourge of the 
poliomyelitis virus and have become complace:.; We continue to hope 
that persistent education will prevent them lemming the dangers by 
personal experience.

A number of cases of neglected, or ill- 
treated children, are investigated by the Inspector each year, sometimes 
at the request of the Department. 


CONTROL OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


Premises where cases of infectious disease occur are visited 
where this is thought essential. The taking of swabs and immunisation 
of all contacts, where applicable, is undertaken by the Medical Officer 
of Health. If removal to hospital is necessary, rooms are disinfected 
by the Department at the patient's home. When the patient is isolated 
at home, this is done on termination of the illness. Infected clothing, 
bedding, etc., are sometimes removed on request and dealt with by steam- 
disinfection at the Maesteg Isolation Hospital.

CITIZEN'S ADVICE BUREAU 


This is held every Wednesday afternoon between 1.30 p.m. and 3.30 p.m. 
and every Friday evening between 5.30 p.m. and 7.30 p.m. at the Council 
Chambers. The voluntary workers giving the service undergo continuous 
training and keep up to date with changes in legislation and developments 
of various social services. The Bureau's invaluable work for the 
community includes advice on health and welfare services, hire purchase 
agreements, house purchase and landlord and tenant problems. It also 
arranges interviews with solicitors on the Legal Aid Panel. 
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INTERNATIONAL SANITARY REGULATIONS 
TRAVELLERS ABROAD 
CERTIFICATES OF VACCINATION 


In accordance with the Regulations, some of these certificates 
are required to be stamped with an approved stamp at the Health 
Department in the district where the vaccination was performed. It 
therefore, does not necessarily take place in the district where the 
traveller is a resident. Most certificates dealt with at the Department 
are for vaccination against smallpox and cholera. Certificates of 
vaccination against such diseases as Yellow Fever are dealt with at the 
actual centre where the vaccination is performed. 


The essential part of the certificate is recognition of the 
signature shown as being that of a local practitioner performing the 
Vaecisati on.

to avoid any umnecessary delay in travellers being allowed to land'at 
the other end'. 


These certificates are not to be obtained by travellers at the 
Health Department and it is not the responsiblity of either the Medical 
Officer of Health or the Local Authority to provide then. A small stock 
is kept at the Department for emergency use only, as travel agencies 
usually supply them, also employers who are engaging people for work 
abroad. The traveller himself, can obtain them from the Ministry of 
Health direct if unable to get them elsewhere.

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SWIMMING POOLS 


During 1968, work began on converting the Maesteg Swimming Pool 
into an indoor heated pool. For this reason the Maesteg baths were 
closed for most of the year, 


The Garth Swimming pool remained open. The source of water 
is the 'Cerdin' part of the river at Gerth. The water is drained 
annually before the season commences. Treatment is by pressure filtration 
and chlorination. Water turn-over takes six hours. 


Garth pool is 30 yards x 12 yards with a maximum depth of 6! 
and its capacity is 86,000 gallons. During theyear, 21,719 members of 
the general public used the pool, and 2,068 school children in addition. 
The pool has a life belt and emergency pole. The environs of the pool are 
inadequate in area, and havefoot baths and cubicles for changing. 


Water samples from the pool were examined by the Health Departnent 


for pH value and chlorine content. The general results of sampling from 
the swimming pool was more satisfactory than in previous years.

FIFTY YEARS AGO (1918) 


As in previous years, the Annual Report for 1918 was confined 
to essential matters concerned with the public health during the year. 


The Registrar General estimated the population of the District 
as 30,223 for the Birth Rate, and 26,974 for the Death Rate. The 
estimated number of the population engaged in His Majesty's Forces would 
be the difference between the population figures for Birth Rate and 
Death Rate ise. 3,259. No dwelling houses were built during the year, 
and, as a consequence, the Medical Officer of Health stated overcrowding 
was very much in evidence. 


The number of Births registered in the District was 807 which 
included 27 illegitimate births. The estimated Birth Rate for the year 
was 26.7 as compared with the Birth Rate for England and Wales of 17.7. 
Comment was made by the Medical Officer of Health on the highly satisfactory 
Birth Rate in Maesteg compared with the rest of the country and compared 
with the previous year 1917. 


The number of deaths registered in 1918 as belonging to the 
District was 357. The estimated annual Death Rate was 14,23. The 
equivalent rate for England and Wales during the same period was 17.6. 
The Medical Officer of Health expressed great pleasure in the favourable 
comparison between the local and National Birth Rate and Death Rate. 
Comment, was made that Maesteg is one of the most open mining districts in 
South Wales which required only the zealous cooperation of the Health 
Department to maintain a favourable Death Rate. The major causes of death 
were pneumonia (56), influenza (34), bronchitis (25), measles (22), 
congenital debility (19), diphtheria and croup (14), pulmonary tuberculosis 
(15) organic heart disease (22) and violence apart from suicide (16). 


The number of infants who died before attaining the age of one 
year was 71 giving a Death Rate of 87.98. The rate for England during 
the same period was 97. The fall in the infant Death Rate from the 
previous year was attributed to the appointment of a second Health Visitor 
to the District in March, 1917. There was an epidemic of measles during 
1918. The Health Department recorded 379 visits to measles cases, 22 
of which resulted in death. Diphtheria too, was a problem, 85 cases were 
reported with 15 deaths. The cases appear to have been confined to a 
comparatively small area in the vicinity of Blaencaerau Schools. 


The Sanitary Inspector reported 436 nuisances in 1918, 25% 
of which were structural defects in dwelling houses.
